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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kaneko et al (US 5,285,298). 

Note Fig. 1 1 A which identically discloses the claimed display comprising a write 
unit 53 for writing information to the rewritable display medium 55, the write unit being 
disposed near an entrance/exit portion of the first winder 52, and an erase unit (59, 60) 
for erasing information from the display medium, the erase unit being disposed near an 
entrance/exit portion of the second winder 61 (col. 13, line 30 - col. 14, line 3). 

In this rejection, the recitation "mechanically scrollable" has not been given 
patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is 
generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a 
process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not 
depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural 
limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 
1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 16 (13, 15) and 17 (13, 14, 15) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Kaneko et al in view of Shimada (US 6,052,137). 

The only differences between the display of Kaneko et al and that of the instant 
claims are the erase unit comprising an electric-field application means and the display 
medium being formed with PDLC film. Shimada discloses that it was known to employ 
an electric-field application means with PDLC film (col. 5, line 66 - col. 6, line 40). Thus, 
it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art in view of Shimada to 
employ an electric-field application means with PDLC film in the display of Kaneko et al 
for displaying information with high reliability and fast erasing time. 

Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37CFR1.55. See MPEP § 201.15.
